GfENTLEMEN, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  herewith  the  Twenty-ninth 
Annual  Report  of  the  Health  of  the  Borough  of  Stafford. 

I  am  glad  to  note  that  the  genenal  Death-rate  has 
dropped  to  16-49  per  1000,  which  may  be  said  to  be  the 
average  for  the  district ;  and  it  is  satisfactory  also  to  see 
that  the  Birth-rate  shows  an  increase  on  the  previous  two 
years. 

The  Epidemics  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  Diphtheria  have  now 
died  down,  and  at  the  time  of  writing  this  Report  the  town  is 
practically  free  from  Infectious  Diseases. 

The  New  Factory  and  Workshop  Act  has  thrown  a  great 
deal  of  additional  work  upon  my  department,  and  I  have  dealt 
with  its  provisions  in  the  Report,  giving  a  Summary  of  the 
several  deities  that  must  now  be  assumed  by  the  District  Council.

Births — The  number  of  Births  registered  during  the 
year  was  556,  of  which  288  were  males,  and  268  were  females. 
These  returns  are  equal  to  an  annual  rate  of  28 '39  per 
1000.  Though  they  are  lower  than  the  average  for  the 
previous  ten  years,  it  is  some  small  comfort  to  note  [vide 
Table  I]  that  the  steady  decline  which  set  in  twenty  years 
ago  in  the  Birth-rate  has  this  year  been  arrested,  as  they 
shew  an  increase  over  the  previous  two  years. 


Deaths — The  total  number  of  Deaths  registered  in 
the  District  during  the  year  was  482,  of  which  271  were 
males  and  211  were  females.  There  were  in  addition  2 
deaths  in  the  Isolation  Hospital  of  persons  belonging  to  the 
Borough.  There  were  161  deaths  of  persons  who  did  not 
belong  to  the  Borough  previous  to  their  admission  into  one 
or  other  of  the  public  institutions.  The  Corrected  number 
of  deaths,  therefore,  is  323,  which  is  equal  to  a  rate  of  16 '49 
per  1000  per  annum,  compared  with  18*85  and  17*88  the 
rates  for  the  previous  two  years.  The  average  rate  for  the 
preceding  ten  years  was  16*07,  [Table  1]. 


Infantile  Mortality — There  were  64  deaths  of  chil¬ 
dren  under  a  year  old,  which  are  equal  to  a  rate  of  115  per 
1,000  registered  births.  This  is  15  per  1000  below  the 
average  of  the  preceding  ten  years.  Measles,  Whooping 
Cough  and  Diarrhoea  only  accounted  for  one  death  each, 
and  there  were  eight  due  to  Premature  Birth.  There  were 
no  infantile  deaths  caused  by  Diphtheria  or  Scarlet  Fever, 
although  1 6  children  died  of  the  former,  and  4  of  the  latter 
disease.  In  the  previous  year  also  no  infant  died  of  Diph¬ 
theria,  although  43  older  children  died  of  that  disease. 


Zymotic  Diseases — There  have  been  28  deaths  from 
the  chief  Infectious  Fevers  ai  d  Diarrhoea,  compared  with 
51  and  58  in  the  previous  two  years.  The  returns  for  this 
year  give  an  Annual  Zymotic  death-rate  of  1*42  per  1,000, 
and  they  are  exactly  equal  to  the  preceding  decennial 
average.  Measles  caused  3  deaths,  Scarlet  Fever  4,  Diph¬ 
theria  16,  Whooping-Cough  1,  Enteric  Fever  2,  and 
Diarrhoea  2.  The  appended  table  shows  a  comparison 
with  the  preceding  ten  years.

— There  have  been  46 
Diseases.  deaths  in  this  class,  8  being  ascribed  to  Premature  Birth, 
2  to  Congenital  Malformations,  1  to  Atelectasis,  and  35  to 
Old  Age.

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Smallpox. — The  single  case  reported  was  that  of  a  Smallpox 
prisoner  received  into  the  prison  on  April  12th,  and  who 
developed  the  disease  four  days  later.  On  the  expiration 
of  his  sentence,  and  when  he  was  fit  for  removal,  he  was 
taken  into  the  Smallpox  Hospital,  and  was  discharged  from 
it  on  May  31st. 

.Scarlet  Fever — There  were  93  cases  notified,  com-  Scarlet  Fever 
pared  with  162  in  the  previous  year.  Of  this  number  73 
were  isolated  in  the  Borough  Hospital,  1  in  Kingston  Hill 
Hospital,  and  19  at  home.  Four  deaths  were  registered, 

2  occurring  in  the  hospital  and  2  at  home.  The  hospital 
deaths  were  due  to  Diphtheria  complication.  There  were 
77  houses  infected,  65  of  which  had  single  cases,  9  houses 
two  cases  each,  2  three  cases  each,  and  1  had  four  cases. 

The  monthly  returns  were  18.  29,  8,  5,  14,  3,  6,  1,  3,  3,  2, 

1 .  In  the  previous  year  the  epidemic  increased  to  a  serious 
extent  in  the  last  quarter,  and  many  cases  had  to  be  treated 
at  home  in  consequence  of  the  hospital  being  full.  The 
strain  was  felt  until  April.  Very  few  cases  were  notified 
during  the  latter  months  of  the  year,  and  the  town  is  now 
practically  free  from  the  disease. 

Diphtheria. — There  were  122  cases  of  this  disease  Diphtheria 
notified  during  the  year,  compared  with  330  in  the  previous 
year  and  101  in  1900.  Beginning  suddenly  in  October 
1900,  it  at  once  became  epidemic,  and  continued  so  through 
the  whole  of  1901.  It  will  be  seen  how  it  behaved  last 
year  from  the  monthly  returns,  which  were  as  follows  : — 

20.  39,  9,  13,  6,  7,  11,  7,  2,  5,  1,  2.  All  parts  of  the  town 
have  been  affected,  and  the  disease  appeared  in  103  differ¬ 
ent  houses.  Ninety  houses  had  single  cases,  10  houses  had 
two  cases  each,  2  three  cases,  and  1  four  cases.  There 
were  16  deaths,  giving  a  case  mortality  of  13T1  per  cent., 
which  is  equal  to  the  mean  rate  recorded  in  the  previous 
year.  All  the  cases  were  treated  at  home,  and  Autitoxin 
was  supplied  freely  both  as  a  curative  and  preventive.  I 
have  written  so  fully  upon  the  origin  and  progress  of  the 
epidemic  in  my  previous  two  reports  that  I  need  not  further 
describe  the  circumstances  in  which  the  cases  occurred.  It 
would  only  be  a  repetition  of  remarks  and  opinions  already 
recorded.  It  is,  however,  satisfactory  to  note  that  Diph¬ 
theria  has  ceased  now  to  be  epidemic,  though,  no  doubt, 
odd  cases,  will  continue  to  appear  for  some  time  to  come 
yet.

Enteric  Fever  has  occurred  in  only  5  persons,  com¬ 
pared  with  11  in  the  previous  year,  and  25  in  1900.  Two 
cases  proved  fatal.  In  none  of  the  cases  could  I  attribute 
the  cause  to  any  sanitary  defect  in  the  house.  In  two 
instances  the  disease  was  probably  contracted  away  from 
home. 


Measles  appeared  in  the  last  quarter  of  the  year,  and 
became  epidemic  throughout  the  town.  The  disease  was 
of  a  much  milder  type  than  it  was  in  the  epidemic  of  1900, 
when  many  of  the  schools  had  to  be  closed.  This  year, 
though  one  or  two  schools  suffered  rather  seriously,  the 
average  attendance  did  not  fall  below  81  per  cent,  of  the 
numbers  on  the  books.  There  were  only  three  deaths. 
The  epidemic  died  out  during  the  Christmas  holidays,  and 
at  this  time  I  would  note,  as  I  have  done  on  two  previous 
occasions,  that  Influenza  had  become  prevalent  in  the  district. 


House  Drainage. — The  condition  of  the  drains  in 
connection  with  the  prevalence  of  disease  was  discussed  in 
my  Report  of  last  year,  and  I  referred  to  the  Systematic 
Testing  of  them  which  had  been  begun.  It  has  been  car¬ 
ried  on  throughout  the  year,  and  was  completed  in  Novem¬ 
ber,  the  whole  of  the  property  in  the  town,  having  been 
examined,  All  the  house  and  stable  drains  have  been  ex¬ 
amined,  and  the  various  defects  were  reported  and  put 
right.  But,  so  long  as  stoppages  are  of  such  frequent 
occurrence,  the  condition  of  the  house  drains  must  ever  be 
a  source  of  anxiety.  These  stoppages  take  place  chiefly 
where  slop-closets  are  in  use,  and  the  frequent  opening  of 
the  drains  thus  necessitated  is  a  serious  matter  both  from  a 
sanitary  and  financial  stand-point.  Any  further  adoption 
of  the  slop-closet  system  in  new  property  should  be  strongly 
discountenanced.  The  much  vaunted  economy  in  the  con¬ 
sumption  of  water  effected  by  their  use  is  a  fallacy  ;  and 
their  several  objectionable  "features  far  out -weigh  the  only 
advantage  they  possess,  namely,  that  they  are  not  very 
liable  to  become  frozen  in  winter. 


Water  Supply. — The  consumption  of  water  is  at  the 
rate  18‘59  gallons  per  head  of  population.  The  bacterio¬ 
logical  examination  is  satisfactory,  and  the  chemical  analy¬ 
sis  shows  that  it  retains  its  excellent  qualities  for  drinking 
purposes.

Unhealthy  Dwellings. — Eight  houses  were  certified 
by  me  as  unfit  for  habitation  under  Sect.  30  Part  II  of  the 
Housing  of  the  Working  Classes  Act,  1890.  They  were 
situated  in  Mill  Street,  Martin  Street,  St.  Chad’s  Place, 
No.  2  Court  Foregate  Street,  New  Street,  and  Tenterbanks. 
Six  of  them  have  been  repaired.  The  remaining  two  have 
been  closed.  Seven  other  houses  were  rendered  habitable 
by  the  issuing  of  formal  notices  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 

General  Sanitary  Inspection. — During  Mr.  Evans’ 
engagement  on  the  special  work  of  drain  testing  the  sani¬ 
tary  inspection  of  the  district  was  carried  out  in  a  very 
satisfactory  and  acceptable  way  by  Mr.  G.  Body.  Mr. 
Evans  resumed  his  ordinary  duties  in  November.  The 
Lodging  Houses  were  regularly  visited,  and  reported  to  be 
kept  in  a  clean  condition  and  in  an  orderly  way.  As  a 
woman  said  to  be  suffering  from  Modified  Smallpox  was 
reported  to  have  stayed  a  night  at  the  Common  Lodging 
House  in  South  Backwalls,  I  had  the  bedding  and  room 
disinfected  ;  and  thirteen  lodgers  were  vaccinated.  No 
other  case  of  infectious  disease  was  reported  during  the 
year.  The  Cowsheds  and  Slaughter-houses  were  for  the 
most  part  satifactory,  A  heart  and  lungs  were  seized  in

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one  of  the  slaughter-houses,  the  lungs  being  tubercular. 
The  animal  had  not  been  slaughtered  in  Stafford,  and  the 
two  pieces  were  said  to  have  been  brought  in  for  pig  meat. 
The  Bakehouses  will  be  referred  to  under  Factories  and 
Workshops.  A  seizure  was  made  in  July  of  a  box  of 
Portugal  Onions  which  were  unwholesome  and  not  fit  for 
food.  House  property  has  received  a  large  share  of 
attention.  Over  five  hundred  inspections  of  structural  and 
sanitary  defects  of  dwelling  houses  were  made,  and  six  cases 
of  overcrowding  were  corrected.  Drains  were  unstopped  in 
932  instances,  while  341  other  defects  were  attended  to. 
This  was  in  addition  to  the  defects  discovered  in  the 
systematic  house  to  house  testing.  There  were  87  lots  of 
infected  bedding  treated  in  the  Steam  Disinfector,  and  185 
houses  and  3  schools  disinfected,  A  Table  giving  a  Sum¬ 
mary  of  the  work  done  in  the  Nuisance  Inspectors’  Depart¬ 
ment  during  the  year  is  appended.

Factory  ana  Factory  and  Workshop  Act,  1901. — This  Act 

igoi.  °P  C  came  into  force  on  the  1st  January,  1902,  and  consolidates 
with  amendments  all  previous  Factory  and  Workshop  Acts. 
It  imposes  on  the  Local  Authority,  and  upon  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  as  its  Executive  Official,  new  and  important 
powers  and  duties.  The  duties  of  the  District  Council  vary 
according  as  the  particular  place  of  work  comes  within 
the  terms  “factory,”  “domestic  factory,”  “workshop,”  or 
“  workplace.”  Such  duties  comprise  the  following  : 

(l)  Sanitary  Condition  of  Workshops  and  Workplaces, 
including— 

(a)  Cleanliness. 

( b )  Air-space — Each  person  must  be  allowed  250  cubic 

feet,  and  400  during  overtime.  Notices  must  be 
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exhibited  in  each  room  specifying  the  maximum 
number  of  persons  who  may  be  employed.  Over¬ 
crowding  may  be  treated  as  a  nuisance. 

(c)  Ventilation. 

(d)  Drainage  of  floors  on  which  wet  processes  are  car¬ 

ried  on. 

(e)  Provision  of  suitable  and  sufficient  sanitary  conveni¬ 

ences. 

(2)  Special  Sanitary  Regulations  for  Bakehouses. 

(3)  Home  Work. — -Under  this  heading  comes  the  pre¬ 

vention  of  home-work  being  carried  on  in  dwellings 
which  are  injurious  or  dangerous  to  the  health  of 
of  the  workers  through  overcrowding,  want  of 
ventilation,  or  other  sanitary  defect  or  in  which 
dangerous  infectious  diseases  exists. 

(4)  The  keeping  of  the  lists  of  outworkers  in  certain 
branches  of  industry  which  are  to  be  furnished  by 
employers  twice  a  year  \  and  the  transmission  of 
the  name  and  place  of  employment  of  any  such 
out-worker  who  does  not  reside  in  the  district  to 
the  Council  of  the  district  in  which  he  works. 

(5)  A  Register  of  all  Workshops  in  the  District  must 

be  kept. 

(6)  Other  provisions  are  that  the  Medical  Officer  of 

Health  must  notify  the  District  Inspector  of  Fact¬ 
ories  whenever  he  observes  that  an  Abstract  of  the 
Act  is  not  posted  up  in  a  workshop  where  any 
woman,  young  person  or  child  is  employed.  And 
the  Factory  Inspector  may  notify  the  District 
Council  of  any  Sanitary  defects  he  discovers,  and  it 
becomes  the  duty  of  the  Council  to  take  prompt 
action  and  report  the  result. 

In  the  event  of  failure  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this 
4ct  or  of  the  law  relating  to  Public  Health,  the  Secietaiy 
of  State  may  authorize  a  Factory  Inspector  to  carry  out  the 
District  Council’s  duties  and  recover  expenses  from  them. 
The  Medical  Cfficer  of  Health  is  required,  in  Ins  Annual 
Report  to  deal  specifically  with  the  administration  of  this 
Act  in  Workshops  and  Worksplaces  and  to  send  a  copy  of 
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this  part  of  his  report  to  the  Secretary  of  State. 

The  preliminary  work  entailed  in  carrying  out  this  Act 
has  taken  up  a  good  deal  of  time,  and  tiie  services  of  the 
Assistant  Inspector  were  retained  until  it  was  completed. 
Registers  of  all  the  Workshops  had  to  be  made  out,  and 
their  cubic  capacity  and  other  particulars  had  to  be  entered. 
A  Special  Register  for  Bakehouses,  with  similar  particulars, 
must  be  kept ;  and  also  one  for  Outworkers,  giving  name 
and  address,  as  well  as  name  and  address  of  employers.

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The  chief  workshop  industries  in  the  district  are  Boot¬ 
making  and  Repairing,  Tailoring,  Dressmaking,  and  Millin¬ 
ery.  The  majority  of  the  workshops  are  large,  well- lighted, 
and  dry,  but  their  atmosphere  is  often  impure  owing  for  the 
most  part,  1  am  afraid,  to  the  prejudices  of  the  workers  to 
ventilators  and  windows  being  open.  Eight  of  these  now 
require  limewashing.  The  out-workers  are  all  engaged  in  the 
industries  mentioned  above,  Their  rooms  are  fairly  well 
ventilated,  though  the  means  provided  to  obtained  a  fair 
supply  of  fresh  air  are  not  in  the  majority  of  instances  taken 
advantage  of.  Only  seventeen  of  the  houses  were  classed  as 
dirty.  Four  Bakehouses  were  badly  ventilated,  one  was  ap¬ 
proaching  a  condition  of  dilapidation  ;  two  had  drains  open¬ 
ing  into  them,  contrary  to  regulations ;  in  two  there  was  a 
nuisance  arising  from  wet  floors ;  and  in  two  there  was  no 
sanitary  convenience  provided. 

The  Infringements  reported  to  H.M.  Inspector  of  Fact" 
ories  were  cases,  under  Sect.  133,  where  no  abstract  of  the 
Act  was  affixed  in  those  workshops  where  a  woman,  young 
person  or  child  was  employed.
